PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Braughing  Rural  District, 

Madam  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  December,  1957» 

On  that  date  your  Med^  .al  Officer  of  Health,  Dr,  John 
Wildman,  resigned  to  take  up  a public  health  appointment  in 
Devon;  and  I was  invited  by  the  East  Hertfordshire  Combined 
Sanitary  Districts  Committee  to  act  as  locum  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  until  a successor  is  appointed. 

Dr.  Wildman  has  asked  me,  in  presenting  this 
report  for  him;  to  say  how  grateful  he  is  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  he  received  from  his  colleagues  on  the  Council's 
staff  and  from' members  of  the  Council  during  the  nine  years  he 
has  been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

At  the  same  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  invariable  kindness  and  courtesy  I have  met  while  acting  as 
temporary  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  the  early  part  of  1957  Measles  and  Whopping  Cough 
occurred  to  the  number  of  157  and  3O  respectively,  but  they  were 
generally  mild  and  no  case  was  fatal.  The  other  statistics 
contained  in' the  report  reflect  the  high  standard  of  public 
health  to  be  expected  in  a population  of  just  over  10,000 
enjoying  over  45»000  acres  of  space  in  which  to  live.

Cesspools* 

During  the  year  1349  emptyings  were  carried  out. 

The  Scheme  of  providing  one  free  emptying  enables  the 
demand  on  this  Service  to  he  met  with  very  little  delay. 

Sewage  Treatment  Plants. 

Two  lagoons  at  the  Much  Hadham  Works  were  emptied 
completely  in  an  attempt  to  achieve  better  soaikage  of  the  settled 
effluent. 

The  Council's  mobile  team  have  put  into  operation  the 
sludge-drying  beds  at  the  Buntingford  Works,  and  this  work  has 
provided  a more  even  distribution  of  the  settled  effluent  over 
the  irrigation  area, 

A new  treatment  plant  has  been  constructed  to  serve  the 
Castle, and  Buryfields  cottages  at  Anstey,  and  the  plant  is  now 
producing  a good  quality  effluent. 

The  Council  have  decided  that  the  proposed  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Eraughing  be  commenced  during 
the  latter  months  of  I958. 

Two  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  in  the  course  of 
preparation  for  the  parishes  of  High  Wych  and  Cottered,  and 
these  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  1958* 

The  improvements  on  the  treatment  plants  reported  in 
last  years  report  are  being  maintained  as  a result  of  the 
regular  maintenance  by  the  mobile  team.

The  Council  offer  free  treatment  of  rodent  infestations 
at  Private  households,  hut  a charge  is  made  for  treating  Trade 
or  Business  premises. 

Routine  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the 
Co\incil’s  refuse  tips.  Tests  haits  were  laid  in  the  Co\incil*s 
sewers  at  Buntingford,  Cottered,  High  Wych  and  Much  Hadham. 
Systems  at  Buntingford  and  Much  Hadham  were  found  to  he 
infested  and  the  necessary  treatments  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year  121  properties  which  were 
inspected  were  found  to  he  infested  with  rate  and  mice, 
and  were  treated  hy  the  Council*  s operatives.
